MR. LI KWEION THE EDUCA- 
TION OF WOMEN. -.. 

In the interesting narrative of o journey 
round the world, by Mr. Li Kwei, in con- 
nection with the description of the Ladies’ 
Pavilion at the Philadelphia Exposition, are 
some statements of more than passing in- 
terest. After describing the building and 
the many works of skill on exhibition, in- 
cluding. books on. astronomy, philosophy, 
mathematics, also paintings, heedlework, 
&o., he states that the whole management 
was under the control of ladies, who were 
unwearied in their attention to visitors, and 
cheerfully sauswered. all questions. The 
conduct of the ladies was unexceptional, so 
that it was impossible not to‘yeverenco and 
esteem them, yet their bearing was rather 
like that of persons who have whiskers than 
the occupants, of the inner apartments, ic. 
females. A western friend informed me 
that the custom.of the west placed mon and 
women on an equality, and both were alike 
educated ; consequently, womeu possess abi- 
lity not only in discussion, but in accompli- 
shing great results. - 

At present, women are educated in every 
portion of the western countries. ‘ [n Eng- 
Jand they are allowed to compete .for Uni- 
yersity degroes. In Germany, all girls 
reaching the age of eight years are required 
to attend school; not to do so would be an 
offence against their parents. In America, 
the number of lady teachers and girls in 
school reaches three or four millions and is: 
daily increasing.. Thus they strive to make 
the most of-their talents, 

In all countries the number of males and: 
females are about equal. ‘T'o tench only the 
boys and neglect the girls is to make five 
take the placa often. ‘Ihe intellect of girls 
cannot be gaid to be inferior to that .6f boys, 
sometimes it even surpasses.
